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4n Account of the Englifo Hiftorians from the Sixteenth 


‘enturye

HE firft writer worthy of our notice in the {ixteenth cen- 
tury is Robert Fabian, an eminent merchant, and fome 
time theriff of London, where he died in the year 1512. His 
Hiftoriarum Concordantia confits of feven parts, of which the 
fix fir bring dowa the hiftory from Brutus to William the Con- 
queror ; and in the feventh he gives the hiftory of our Kings 
from the Conqueror to Henry VII. He is very particular in 
the affairs of London, many things concerning the government 
of that great city being noted by him which are not to be met 
with any where elfe, He mixes all along the French hiftory 
with the Englith, but in different chapters. In the beginning 
of the feventh part he obferves Higden’s method, of making 
his years commence at Michaelmas. 

Polydore Virgil was the moit accomplifhed writer, for eles 
gance and clearnefs of ftyle, that this age afforded. He wrote 
the hiftory of our nation in Latin to Henry VIiIl. He was 
much acquainted with Englifh affairs; but being a catholic, 
he gives a very unfair account of the reformation, and of the 
conduct of the proteitants, His work, however, is neceflary 
to fupply a chafm of almoft feventy years in our hiftory, includ 
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ing particularly the lives of Edward IY. and Edward V. which 
period is hardly to be found in Latin in any other author. 

Edward Hall, who was fome time recorder of London, 
where he died in the year 1547, wrote a large account of the 
wars between the houfes of York and Lancafter, which he de« 
diczies to Henry VIII. If the reader defires to know what 
fort of clothes were worn in each King’s reign, and how the 
fafhions altered, this isthe author for his purpofe. In other 
refpceéts his information is not very valuable. 

The Chronicle written by William Harrifon and Ralph Hol- 
lingfhead, two obfcure clergyman, was well received, and is 
fill greatly efteemed. Hollingfhead frequently owns the great 
affiftlance he had from Francis Thynne, fome time Lancafter 
herald, and an eminent antiquary in the reign of Queen Elizae 
beth. The fecond edition of this hiftory was continued to the 
year 1586 by John Hooper, alias Vowel, 

The firft author we meet with in the feventeenth centary is 
John Stow. He was member of the Merchant Taylor’s come 
pany in London. He travelled through a good part of Eng. 
Jand in feasch after manufcript hiftorians, in the libraries of 
our cathedral churches, and was very exaét and critical in his 
collefions. Having fpent above forty years in thefe ftudies, 
he was put upon the correftion and publifhing of Reyne’s 
Wolt’s Chronicle, by Archbifhop Whitgift; and he had fairly 
tranfcribed his work, and made.it ready for the prefs, when he 
died, in the year 1605. Upon his death the revifing and conti- 
neation of his work was committed to Edward Hows, who 
fays he beftowed thirty years in bringing it into that good order 
and method in which we now fee it. 

The Chronicle of John Spzed is the largeft and beft, fays 
Mr. Nicholfon, that is extant. It begins with the firft inhabi- 
tants of the ifland, and ends with the union of the twoking~ 
doms under King James, to whom it is dedicated. 

The Chronicle of Sir Richard Baker, who died in the Fleet 
inthe year #644, met with very great fuccefs, The author 
himfelf wrete the hiftory of our Kings from the Romans 
cown to the end of the reign of James J, aud it was con- 
tinged to the relloration by Edward Philip, who having the 
perufal of fome of the Duke of Albermarle’s papeis might 
have fetthat great revolution in its true light, had not ambitioa 
and flattery carried him beyond the truth and his copy. 

In latter times we have had no want of hiftorians, at leaf of 
compilers of hiftory. ‘The misfortune is that too many of 
them have been miiled by fome tavourite hypothefis, which they 

“feemto have written to fupport. ‘To pafs by, therefore, fuch 
, writers 
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writers as Sir Winfton Churchill, Sandford, Brady, Tyrrel, 
Echard, Carte, and Gathrie, which are either faid to fall under 
the former cenfure, or are too voluminous, or ill digefted, to be 
read with much pleafure or improvement, I fhall give a thore 
view of the more confiderable that remain. 

Clarendon, who accompanied Charles II. in his exile, who 
was afterwards his chancellor, and laft of all difcarded by him, 
wrote a full and pretty faithful hiftory of the civil wars in the 
reign of Charles I. But as he is thought to adhere too much to 
the royal party, it will be neceffary for the reader to compare his 
account of things with thofe of Whitlocke and Ludlow, who 
were of the oppofite party ; of whom the one was a zealous 
prefbyterian and the other an independent; and who, on ace 
count of the rank and employments they bore under the com- 
monwealth, had no lefsadvantage than Clarendon of being 
well informed of what they wrote, Clarendon is the firit 
Englifhman who feems to have attempted to write hiftory with 
any degree of dignity ; and confidering how bad a tate for 
compofition prevailed at this time, his faccefs was confiderable, 
Bat the length of his periods, and his long and frequent paren 
thefes, are very tirefome. 

Few writers have ever had a better opportunity of procuring 
jaformation than Bifhop Burnet ; and the hiftory he has left us 
of his own times is certainly a valuable work. But being a 
zealous advocate for the houfes of Orange and Hanover, he is 
charged with great partiality, and perhaps not wholly without 
reafoa, by the party whofe principles he oppofed. 

OF all the general hiftories of our nation till the revoluticn 
none are fo full, and foimpartial, as that written by Rapin, a 
Frenchman, who came over with King William from Holland, 
and after having ferved uoder him in Ireland, and travelled as 
tutor to fome of our Engith nobility, retired again to Holland, 
where he {pent twenty yearsin the compofition of this excellent 
hiftory. if this writer be thought tedious in fome parts of his 
work, it is owing to his extreme care to omit no circumftance 
of any important tranfaétion, and to bis fidelity in keeping clofe 
to his authorities. The notes of Tindal, who tranilated this 
work, are an ufeful fupplement to it, and a correction of it in 
feveral places. ‘The fame author has written a continuation of 
Rapin tothe reign of Georze II. 

A mote entertaining hiltory of the fame period, and much 
faperior in point of compofition, is that of Mr, Hume. Fora 
jadicious choice of materials, and a happy difpofition of them, 
together with perfpicuity of ityle in recording them, this writer 
was hardly ever exceeded ; efpecially in the latser part of his 
352 work, 
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work, which is by far the moft elaborate. The earlier part of 
his hiftory is too fuperficial, He has endeavoured to trace the 
progrefs of our conftitution, and has defcended more into the 
internal ftate of the nation, in exhibiting a view of thé man- 
ners and fentiments of each age, the ftaté of property and per- 
fonal fecurity, with the improvements in the convetiiences of 
life, than moft other writers; bot he has reprefented the ancient 
government as much more arbitrary than it really was, as will 
appear by the moch more a¢curate accounts of Dr. Sullivan, 
and efpecially Mr. Millar, whofe work on the Englifh cone 
flitution I cannot too flrongly recommend, Some great faults 
in Mr. Hume’s hiflory were well pointed out by Dr, Towers. 
Mr. Hume is alfo thought by many to have given too favourable 
an idea of the charaéters of our Princes of the Stewart family, 
By omitting to mention thofe particularsin their conduét which 
have been moft objected to; and it was probably with a view 
to exculpate them that he has taken fo much pains to give the 
¢olour that he has done to the preceding periods of ais bitory. 
A good antidote to what is unfavourable to liberty in Mr. 
Heme will be found in the very mafterly hiftory of Mrs. Ma- 
caulay. Though the flyle of Mr. Hume is, upon the whole, 
excellent, yet he has departed more than any other writer of the 
prefent age from the true Enplith idiom, and leaned more to 
that of the French. 

Dr. Robertfon’s Hiftory of Scotland throws great light upon 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and, in point of compofition, is 
not inferior to Hume. 

A va)uable treafure of materials for the confiituticaal hiftory 
of England is contained in the Parliamentary Hiftory lately 
publifhed, and in the journals and debates in the Houfe or 
Commons by various hands, among which thofe taken by Mr. 
Grey are the moft valuable ; relating to the times before and 
after the important period ot the revolution, 

It is in fuch large works as thefe, and the letters and journals 
of eminent men, who had a confiderable fhare in the trinfaétions 
of their times, as thofe of Melville, Henry Lord Clarendon, 
aod others, that we are tranfported as it were into thofe palt 
times. Thefe give os an infight into the manners and turn of 
thinking which prevailed in them, and bring us intimately ace 
quainted with the perfons who made the greatett figure in them. 
Hereby we are enabled to enter into their fentiments and views, 
and have aclear idea of their peculiar charafter, temper, and 
maoner.’ In fuch works as thefe the men themfelves are feen 
acting and {peaking ; whereas in general hillory we arc, at 
befl, only told how they fpoke and atted, which is a thing very 
cifferent 
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different from the former. Of fach' books as thefe there has 
been no want fince the iotrodoétion of printing into England, 
particularly from the reign of Henry VIII. fo that a very fatis- 
faQtory idea of our hiftory from that time may be had by any 
perfon who will take the requifite pains for it. 





Fournal of the Proceedings on Board his Majefty’s Ship 
the Guardian, Lieutenant Riou, Commander, from the 
22d of December 17809, to the 26th of the fame Month, 
when Mr. Clements, and Fourteen more of the Ship’s 
Company, left the Ship, in the lat. of 44 South, and 
long. 42, 20 Eaft of Greenwich ; together with the fub- 
fequent proceedings of the Officers and Seamen after they 
took to the Launch, until the 3d of Fanuary 1790, when 
they were taken up by the Vifcountefs de Britannie,a 
French Merchantman, commanded by Captain Doree, in 
the latitude of 3:,52 South, about 87 Leagues Ea/t of 
Point Natal, on the Eaft Coaft of africa, and landed on 
the 19th of the faid Month at the Cape of Good Hope.

December 26, 1789. 


TRONG gales, fqually and cloudy weather, with remarka- 
S ble high {eas, people employed fitting and fecuring the 
weather boards, making weather cloths out of atarpauliog, 
and fixing them opright to carry them round the boat on the 
top of the wath boards. At about four o’clock loft fight of 
the large cutter, We were this night very much numbed and 
chilled with cold and could get no fleep, A. M. the weather 
became more moderate ; at four o’clock, fhifted the foremalt to 
its proper place, flepped the main maft, and fet the fore and 
main fails; at eight the people were employed to make a main 
topfail out of fome fheets, and a yard out of one of the boats 
thwart; the hand of a broken oar was converted into a tope 
maf, A {mall tobacco cannifter was cut up to make a mea- 
fure of the bottom for the diftribution of water, rather lefs than 
agill, two of which it was agreed upon to ailow each man a 
day. The Jat. obferved in atnoon, 42. 42. South. 

December 27. Fish part moderate breezes and cloudy weae 
thereeAt one P.M. having boiled all our pouliry ‘in aa iron 
pet we had ia the boat, cut up the goofe, which was but fall, 
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into fifteen equal parts. One of the men forward was then 
blindfolded and dire&led to call each perfon by name, and 
another was appointed to ferve out the morfel by lots, Not- 
withftanding we had by this time fafted above thirty hours, all 
were perfectly fatisfied with the {mall morfel of food, and fome 
had fo little appetite, they referved a part of it for a future oce 
cafion; but the very fcanty meafure of water received after- 
wards, by no means allayed the aniverfal craving for drink, 
evidently oceafioned by the exceffive heat and feverifh ftate of 
our bodies, which then partook of every fymptom of a fucceed- 
ing fevere and dangerous illnefs, We dur not however ven- 
ture to take one drop more water than the allowed propor- 
tion toeafe the fcorching pain, the acutenefs of which is hardly 
conceivable. We therefore, through neceflity, became philo- 
fophers, and fubmitted with becoming fpirit and refolution to 
the exigencies of the moment. At feven o’clock, we received 
our fecond meafure of water, which being fucceeded by the 
coldnefs of the night, adminiftered greatly to oor relief ; but it 
was only for a fhort {pace of time, and the fever returned with 
fill Rronger fymptoms of a lafting illnefs, At midnight it 
blew a freth gale, with dark, cloudy, and remarkable cold 
weather. The boat was at this time brought onder her maine 
fail only, and the weather continuing much the fame, no altera- 
tion was made throughout the day. At noon, obferved in the 
lat. of 40. 45. South, and fuppofed ourfelves in the longitude 
of about 41. 30. Eaft of Greenwich. 

December 28. The fir part freth gales and cloudy weather, 
middle more moderate. At one P, M.: we had one of the 
fowls cut wp and divided amongit us, as one the preceding day, 
and then received our gill ot water, The heat and fever of 
our bodies encreafed, and our lips began to break out in watery 
and alcerous humour, ‘This day one of the crew being afraid 
of famifhing for want of drink, requefted to be allowed his 
whole quantity of water for the day in one ferving, which Mr. 
Clements oppofed, confidering very properly that it would be 
of much more fervice in the evening ; he had therefore reccurfe 
to falt water, of which he drank freely. At five o’clock A. M. 
got the topmaft op, and fet the topfail; at ten o’clock frefh 
gales, the topfail lowered and taken in. In thefe feas are con 
ftantly vait numbers of fea fowl flying about, which are peculiar 
to this part of the world. Had we been fortunate enough to 
have had a fowling piece, we could not have been at a lois for 
much provifion, Powder and fhot we had in’ ftore, and two 
brace of piltols, but were unable todo any execution with 
. them. 
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them. Latitude by obfervation noon 38. 50. South and fup- 
pofed ourfelves in longitade about 40. 30. Eafl of Greenwich. 

December 29. Firlt and middle parts freth gales and fqually 
weather, with a high crofs fea running. We this day cat up 
and divided our laft fowl, and afterwards received our fhare of 
water as before. At day-break ftrong gales with flying fhowers 
of rain, from which we endeavoured to benefit as mach as pof- 
fible, by facing the weather with our mouths open and hand= 
kerchiefs fpread oat, but the drifting moifture was fo thin and 
light, we were barely able to catch fufficient to wet our lips. 
This morning we received afmall thimble full of rameach, 
which was occafionally allowed. 

At nine o’clock lowered down the mainfail, and fcudded 
under the reefed forefail. At this time it was blowing a ftrong 
gale of wind, the fea had alfo rifen toa great height, and 
broke with much violence all round, and thipped confiderable 
quantities of water, fo as to endanger oor filling. At noon the 
latitude obferved 36. 44. South, and fuppofed longitude 39. 506 
Eaft of Greenwich. 

December 40. Firtt part freth gales and cloady weather, with 
a very high crofs ronning fea, middle frefh breeze, rather light 
air, inclinable to calm ; we were this day reduced to a very low 
ebb indeed, and could not eat che fmalleit crumb till fupplied 
with an additional meafure of water to moilten our lips, which 
were almoft held together by atough vifcid phlegm, that coald 
not be expetorated but with the greateft difficulty On this 
occafion we dipt our bit of bifcuit in the water, and afterwards 
fipped a little of it with each mouthful to force it dowa: The 
butter, cheefe, and hams were left free for the ufe of every one 
of us, but being found to occalion greater thirft, they remained 
almoft untouched. Several of the crew had again recourle co 
the falt water, which was found not to have any bad effects. 
At8 A.M. the top-mait was after got up, and topfail fer; at 
noon hot fultry weather, latitude by obfervation 35.35 Sauth ; 
longitude, by fuppofition, 38. 00, Eattof Greenwich. 

December 31. Firit part light airs and clear hot fultry wea 
ther, with a very high fwell from the S.E. We again fof 
fered greatly this day from the borning heat of the tua, and 
parched ftate of our bodies, and were allowéd an additional 
meafure of water, with a larger portion of rum than ofual ; 
ia which we foaked our crumbs of bifcuit and made our meal 
of it,—About four P. M. the weather became overcaft, and the 
clouds to fhew an appearance of rain, for which we made pre- 
parations accorcingly, but were fo unfortunate as to {ce it tall 
in heavy fhowers all round the horizon ata diftance from us, 
and 
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and had barely as much over the boat, as would wet our hand« 
kerchiefs. 

Strong gales and fqually weather fucceeded till about ten 
o’clock, when it again became moderate, and the main and foree 
fails were fet on the boat. The people this day appeared to 
be in a more hopelefs ftate than at any time before, and dif- 
covered figns of an uneafinefs hurtful to their officers, which 
was, however, happily checked in time by the fpirited conduét 
of the gunner, Mr. Somerville, who chaftifed the offender in 
the face of the whole crew, who were in future careful not to 
fhew any want of refpect, or difobedience to the orders given 
them. Many of the people this day drank of their urine, and 
others tried the falt water, The weather was this day more 


warm and foltry than at any time fince our misfortunes.” At’ 


noon in the latitade of 34.18. South by obfervation, and fups 
pofed longitude Eaft of Greenwich 36. 40. 


January 1,1790 Light airs and fine clear weather, We’ 


dined this day as on the preceding, and in general appeared in 
better fpirits, which we confidered on account of its being the 
fist day of the new year, a happy prefage of our fafety. At 
ncon obferved inthe latitude of 33. 39. South, and were by 
fuppefition in the longitude Eaft of Greenwich 35. 45. 

‘anuary 2. Light breezes and clear weather till about four 
o'clock P. M. at which time it became overcaft, and blew a 
freth gale ; wehad before this dined on our afual fare.of bif- 
cuit and water, with half a meafure of rum, and at the time 
wereall in tolerable fpirits ; but the gale increafed during the 
night, and the fearanning to an immenfe height, brought us 
again into great danger, which, with the difappointment of not 
feeing land in the morning as we expected, reduced us to cur 
former miferable ftate of defpondency, At about eight P. M. 
the forefail was fhifted to the mainmaft, and the boat failed 
under it reefed till about fix o’clock A. M. when the mizen was 
fet on the foremaft to give her greater fleerage way before the 
fea. Atnoon in latitude by obfervation 33. 19. and fuppofed 
” longitude Eaft of Greenwich 34.15. 

January 3. Freth gales and cloudy weather till about feven 
o’clock P, M, at which time the clonds pat on the appearance 
of avery heavy rain, but unfortunately broke over in a moft 
dreadful ftorm of thunder and lightning, attended with gufts of 
wind and avery little rain, fucceeded by a fudden change of 
weather, and a violent gale of feveral hours from the S, W. in 
which we were near perifhing. On this occafion the mafter 
and the gunner fucceeded one another at the helm, and by their 
expericnce and judgment in the management of the boat, we 
were 
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were this night enabled totraverfe in fafety an ocean of fach 
fierce and tremendous feas in different direétions as is feldom 
met with. One day more of fuch mifery as we foffered daring 
the laft twelve hours would certainly have terminated the life of 
fome, and the others muft foon after have paid the debt of na- 
ture. At day- break the gunner, who was then atthe helm, 
difcovered a fhip at a little diftance from us, laying under her 
bare poles. Our joy atthis fight was great beyond expreffion, 
and anxious to fecure fo favourable an occafion, we immediately 
made more fail, and between five and fix o’clock paffed clofe 
under her, and informed the people on board of our diftreffes. 
We then veered about, and put along-fide of her on the other 
tack, 

The peopleon board her crowded immediately to our affifte 
ance, and received us in the molt friendly manner, As foon as 
we were along fide, feveral of them jumped in, and affifted in 
keeping her from being ftove to pieces. 

This hip was named the Vifcountefs of Britannic, a French 
merchantman, Martin Doree, Matter, with part of Walth’s or 
g5th regiment from the Ifle of France to touch at the Cape of 
Good Hope fora fupply of water and provifions on her way 
to Europe. ‘The officers of this corps were unbounded in their 
friendfhip and attention towards us, affording every poflible 
comfort, and even gave up their beds for our ufe, ' 

At noon this day in latitude by obfervation taken on board 
the thip, 32. 52. South longitude from Paris, 31. 14. Eat, 
Point Natal Weft about 87 leagues. The river St. John on 
the Coaft of Natal, N. by W. 77 leagues. 

January 6. At N. A. M, made the land, 

January 9. Blew aviolent gale of wind, in which we were 
very near foundering. 

January 18. At noon anchored in Table Bay, Cape of 
Good Hope.

** If any part of the officers or crew of the Goardian thould 
ever furvive to get home, I have only to fay, their conduét after 
the fatal ftroke againft an ifland of ite, was admirable and 
wonderful in every thing that relates to their duties, confidered 
either as private men or in his Majelty’s fervice. 
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«« As there feems to be no poffibility of my remaining many 
hours in this world, I beg leave to recommend to the confider- 
ation of the Admiralty, a fifter, who, if my condoét or fervices 
fhould be foond deferving any memory, their favour might be 
fhewn to, together with a widowed. mother.

*¢ I hope this letter will reach you before any account can be 
given of the lofs of his Majefty’s thip Guardian. If it thould, 
I am to beg you will make known to their Lordthips, that on 
the 23d of December the hhip ftruck on an ifland of ice, and 
that on the 25th, all hope of her fafety being banifhed, I cons 
fented to as many of the officers and people to take to the boats 
as thought proper, But it pleafed Almighty God to aflift my 
endeavours with the remaining part of the crew, to arrive with 
his Majefty’s thip in this Bay yefterday. A Dutch packet is 
now under fail for Europe, which prevents me from giving any 
further particulars, efpecially as at this inftant I find it more 
neceflary than ever to exert myfelf to preferve the thip from 
finking at her anchors.

LONZO IV. furnamed the Brave, afcended the throne 

of Portugal, in the vigour of his age. ‘Fhe pleafures of 

the chafe engrofled all his attention, His confidents and fa- 
vourites encouraged and allured him to it, His time was {peat 
in the forefis of Cintra, while the affairs of government were

Even the affairs of private men fuffer, when recreation is pre- 
ferred to bufinefs, Bat when the whims of pleafure engrofs 
the thoughts of a King, a whole nation is configned to rain. 
Wecame here for other purpofes than to hear the exploits of , 
the chafe ; exploits, which are intelligible only to grooms and 
falconers. If your Majelty will attend to the wants, and re« 
move the grievances of your people, you will find them obedient 
fabjects ; if not’—The King, ftarting with rage, interrupted, 
“« If not, what ?%=—=** If not (refumed the nobleman, ina 
firm tone) they wiil look for another and a better King.” 
Alonzo, in the higheft tran{port of paffion, haftened out of the 
room. In a little while, however, he retarned, calm and re- 
conciled.—** I perceive (faid he) the truth of what you fay. 
He that will not execute the duties of a King cannot long have 
good fubjets, Remember, fram this day, you have nothing 
more to do with Alonzo the Sport(man, but with Alonzo the 


King of Portugal.”

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Bot this is not all ; wicked men are ufually the worfe for their 
enjoymests. Their table becomes a fnare, and their deftruction 
is bound up in their very profperity. There is nothing fo much 
defired amongft the gederality of mankind as oatward prof- 
perity. The principal’cry is, ‘* Who will thew os any worldly 
good ?” If they had fach an eftate or income of fuch a-value, 
oh! how ‘happy would they be! Bat alas! the profperity of 
fools deftroys them! The outward profperity of their eflate 
deftroys the inward profperity of their fouls. The more they 
have, the worfe they grow. And (like fwine) the fafter they 
fatten the nearer their flaughter approaches.—-Yea the more 
they have, the more dreadful account they are like to give at 
Jaft. The account of the wicked fifes in dreadfulnefs in pro- 
portion to their abundance, Why then fhould the condition of a 
wicked rich man be thought fo happy! {sit an happy thing 
to be accountable for a thoufand talents, when there is not.a 
good account to be given of a farthing? Is it an happy thing 
to be liable to torments hereafter for wafting our mafter’s goods 
here 2? Will the enjoyment of prefent riches allay the bitternefs 
of future torments? Will the pleafures of time, if they were 
put into the balance, outweigh the forrows of hell ? How then 
can the wicked man be the better for prefent momentary riches, 
when all his pleafant-{cenes lead to a moft difmal exit ? Thes 
then we fee it is not fo well with wicked men as fome are apt to 
think, 

Nor, 2dly, is it fo bad with good men, if we put into the 
balance, their inward and Sibekeumtake, again their tem- 
poral and worldly croffes, or if we do but fet the advantages of 
their afflictions againit the affi Giions themfelves ; if we do but 
confider thefe things, the cafe of a good man will not appear 
fo bad.. For in the firft place, there is no good or evil ia 
profperity or adverfity. They are rather indifferent in thems 
felves, and are good or bad according as they are afed. As 
they are ufed for God’s honour, they are good, and as they 
are ufed for his difhonour, they are bad, Now to apply it to 
the prefent cafe. A bad man may enjoy profperity, bat it is an 
evil profperity ; he makes an ill ufe of it. And a good man 
may fuffer affliction, bet it is a good afliftion. He improves it 
to a good end, to the glory of God, and the good of his own 
foul. Hereby he takes occafion to exercife thole graces, which 
could not be done in a profperous condition. Hereby he is 
made to thrive in grace and holinefs; and the leaft degree of 
grace is’ of incomparably greater value, than the greateit trea 
fares of the world, Hereby alfo'the future gicry of good peo- 
ple is greatly enhanced and fartheredy ** Tuat the trial of

their faith may be found to praife, and honour, and glory at 
the appearing of Jefus Carift.” 1 Peter, 1—7. 

Afflitiions are trials, and for the good improvement of thofe 
trials, they will have a crown of praife at Jaft, And there is a 
val difproportion between the fufferings and the reward, The 
affi€tion is but light, the crown is a weighty crown. The af- 
flifion is bat temporal, the crown is eternal, And therefore 
we have no need to deny a providence becaufe good men are 
afflicted. .For as the pruning the vioe is a token of the owner’s 
care ; fo the affiiétions of God’s people are the tokens of his 
heaveoly love. For thefe bitter afflictions are to produce very 
fweet effe&s. ** Our light affifion, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceediag, and eternal weight of 
glory.” —z Corinth, 4—-17—So that if we really look nearer the 
matter we fhall not find the diftribution of good and evil, in 
this life, to be fo unequal, as at firlt view we may. be apt to 
imagine. For the poor afflicted condition of the good man is 
much more defirable, than the flourifhing and profperous {tate 
of the wicked. It was far better to be in the condition of 
Lazaros with his sags and fores, thaa of Dives with all his 
fumptuous fare and coft!y apparel. So that this objection of 
unbelievers to the providence of God, in unequal diftributions 
of good and evil, vanifhes, For this isa ftate of probation where 
men are on trial, but the time of retribution is yet to come. 
And befides God hath left us the evident footkeps of his care 
over the righteous, and of his juftice upon the wicked, in feveral 
eminent favours towards the one, and dreadful judgments to= 
wards the other, fufficient to fhew that there is an overruling 
providence, which feeth and knoweth a!l things, and which 
will work out the falvation of thofe who love and fear God. 





Mr. MEARS’s MEMORIAL, 
Dated April 30, 1790 


To the Right Hon. Witt1am Wywnpnam Grenvitte, 
one of his Majeity’s Principal Secretaries of State. 


Tbe Memoriat of Joun Mears, Lieutenant in bis Majefty’s 
Navy, 


Mof humbly theweth, 


: 1 fie early in the year 1786, certain Merchants refiding 


in the EaftIndics, and under the immediace protectioa 
of.the Company, defirous of opening a trade with the North 
Welt 
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Weft coaft of America, for fapplying the Chinefe market with 
furs and ginfeog, communicated foch defign to Sir John 
Macpherfon, the Governor General of India, who not only ape 
proved of the plan, bat joined in the fubfeription for its exe- 
¢otion ; and two veffels were accordingly purchafed, and 
placed under the orders and command of your memorialift. 

That in the month of March, your memorialift difpatched 
one of the faid veffels, which he named the Sea Otter, under 
the command of Mr. Tipping, to Prince William’s Sound, 
and followed her in the other fhip, which he named the Nootka. 

That on your memorialift’s arrival in Prince William’s Sound 
in the month of September, he found the Sea Otter had left 
that place a few days before ; and, from intelligence he has 
fince received, that thip was foon after unfortunately loft off the 
coat of Kamfchatka. 

That your memorialift remained in Prince William’s Sound 
the whole of the winter, in the courfe of which time he opened 
an extenfive trade with the natives, and having colle&ted a cargo 
of fars, he proceeded to China, in the Autumn of 1787. 

That in the month of January 1788, your memorialift have 
ing difpofed of the Nootka, he, in conjunétion with feveral 
Britith Merchants refiding in India, purchafed and fitted out 
twoother veflels, named the Felice and Iphigenia ; the former 
your memorialift commanded, and the latter he put under the 
dire@tion of Mr. William Douglas, That your memorialit 
proceeded from China to the port of Nootka, or King George’s 
Sound, which he reached in the month of May, and the Iphi- 
genia arrived in Cook’s River in the month of June. 

That your memorialift, immediately on his arrival in Nootka 
Sound, purchafed from Maquilla, the Chief of the diftri& con 
tiguous to and furrounding that place, a fpot of ground, 
whereon he built a hoofe for his occafional refidence, as well as 
for the more convenient purfuit of his trade with the natives, 
and hoified the Britifh colours thereon ; that he alfo erefled a 
breaft-work, which furrounded the houfe, and mounted one 
three pounder in the front; that having fo done, your me- 
morialift proceeded to trade on the coaft, tne Felice taking her 
route to the Southward, and the Iphigenia to the Northward, 
confining theméelves within the limits of 60 deg. and 45 deg. 
30 min. North, and retarned to Nootka Sound in the month of 
September ; that on your memorialift’s arrival there, his peo- 
ple, whom he left behind, had nearly completed a veffel, wnich 
previous to his departure he had laid down ; and that the faid 
vellel was {oon afier launched by your memorialift, and called 
the 
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the North Weft America, meafuring about: forty tons, and was 
equipped with all expedition to affift him in his enterprizes. 

That daring the abfence of your memorialift from Nootka 
Sound, he obtained from Wickananifh, the Chief of the 
diftri& farrounding Port Cox and Port Effingham, fituated in 
the latitudes 48 and 49 degrees, in confequence of confiderable 
prefents, the promife of a free and exclufive trade with the nae 
tives of the difiri@, and allo his permiffion to build any ftore- 
houfes, or other edifices, which he might jadge neceflary 5. that 
he alfo acquired the fame privilege. of exclufive trade from 
Tatouehe, the Chief of. the country bordering on the Straits of 
Juan.de Fuca, and purchafed from him.a tract of land withia 
the: faid ftrait; which one of your memorialift’s officers took 

on of in-the King’s name, calling the fame Tatouche, ia 
honour of the Chief, 

That the Iphigenia, in her progrefs to the Southward, alfo 
vifited. feveral ports, and in confequence of prefents to the 
Chiefs of the country, her Commander had affurances given to 
him of not only a free accefs, but of an exclufiye trade upon 
that coaft, no other Earopean veflel having been there before 
her. 

That your memorialit on the 23d of September, having 
colleéted a cargo of furs, proceeded in the Felice to China, 
leaving the Iphigenia and the North Weft America in Nootka 
Sound, with orders to wioter at the Sandwich Iflands, and to 
return tothe coaft in the fpring. ‘That your memorialiit arrived 
in China early inthe month of December, where he fold his 
cargo, and alfo the fhip Felice. 

. That a few days afier your memorialift’s arrival in China, 
the fhips Prince of Wales and Princefs Royal, fitted out from 
the port of London by Mefirs. John and Cadman Etches and 
Co, came to Canton froma trading voyage on the North We 
Coaft of America; and your memorialift, finding that they 
had embarked in this commerce under licences gratited to them 
by the Eaft India and South Sea Companies, which would not 
expire ontil the year 1790, and apprehending at the fame time 
that the trade would juffer by a competition, he and bis part- 
ners affociated themfelves with the faid Mefirs. Etches and Co. 
and aformal agreement was executed in confequence between 
your memorialift and Mr. John E:ches, then Supra-cargo of the 
two fhips, making a joint flock of all the veflels and property

fuch occafions, declaring, at the fame time, that all the lands 
comprized between Cape Horn and the 6oth degree of North 
latitude did belong to his Catholic Majefly ; he then proceeded 
to build batteries, ftore-honfes, &c. in the execution of which 
he forcibly employed fome of the crew of the Iphigenia, and 
many of them who attempted to refift, were very feverely 
punifhed. 

That during the time the commander of the Iphigenia ree 
mained in captivity, he had been frequently urged by Don 
Martinez to fign an inftrument, purporting, as he was informed 
(not underftanding himfelf the Spanith langaage) that Don 
Martinez had found him at anchor in Nootka Sound ; that he 
was at that time in great diftrefs; that he had furnifhed 
him with every thing neceflary for his paffage to the Sandwich 
Iflands, and that his navigation had in no refpe€t been moletfted 
or interrupted ; but which paper, on infpe€tion of a copy 
thereof, delivered to Mr. Booglts, and hereunto annexed 
(No. 2), appears to be an obligation from him and Mr, Vinania, 
the fecond Captain, on the part of their owners, to pay on de- 
mand the valvation of that veffel, her cargo, &c. in cafe the 
Viceroy of New Spain thould adjudge her to be lawful prize, 
for entering the port of Nootka without the permiffion of bs 
Catholic Majefty ; that Capt. Dougias, conceiving that thé 
port of Nootka die not belong to his Catholic Majeity, cid 
frequently refufe to accede to this propofal, but that Don Marti- 
nez, partly by threats, and partly by promifes of reitoring hint 
to his command, and of furnifhing him with fuch fupplies of 
ftores and provifions as he might itand in need of, ulumately 
carried his point ; and having fo done, he, on the 26th ot the 
fame month, was reftored to the command of the Iphigenia ; 
bot reftrained from proceeding to fea, until the retarn of the 
N. W. America, infifting that he fiould then difpofe ot her for 
400 dollars, the price which one of the American Captains had 
fet upon her. 

That during the time the Spaniards held poffeffion of the 
Iphigenia, the was {tripped of all the merchand@ize which had 
Vor.

The articles fo 
fupplied were charged at a moft exorbitant price, and very une 
oo in quality or quantity to thofe which had been taken from

That notwithflanding what had been infifled on by Don 
Martinez, refpe@ing the fale of the N. W. America, he had 
conftantly refufed to difpofe of that veflel on any ground, al- 
ledging that, as the did not belong to him, he had no right to 
difpoie of her; thatthe N. W. America not returning fo foon 
as was expected, he (Capt. Douglas) was told by Don Martinez, 
that on nis ordering that veflel to be delivered to him for the 
ufe of his Catholic Majefiy, he fhould have full liberty to dee 
part with the Iphigenia ; that he accordingly, onthe ift of June, 
wrote a letter to the mafter of the N. W. America, but cautioufly 
svoided any direétions to the effect defired, and availing him- 
felf of Don Martinez’s ignorance of the Englith language, he 
inftantly failed from Neotka Sound, though in a very unfit con. 
dition to proceed on {uch a voyage, leaving behind him two 
American veffels which had been {uffered to continue there ane 
molefted by the Spaniards, from the time of their arrival ; that 
the Iphigenia proceeded from thence to the Sandwich Jflands, 
and after obtaining there fuch fupplies as they were enabled to 
procure with the iron before-mentioned, returned to China, and 
anchored there in the month of Otober 1789.
